The, German cannon include one 
of the big Berthas such as_ those 
with which the Kaiser's troops 
shelled Paris during the First Great 
War, the dispatches said but, de- 
spite the weight of artillery, the 
Red army forces are holding firm- 
ly to their rockbound positions. 

Tass, Soviet news agency, said 
the Germans were using at least 
seven infantry divisions and more 
than 150 tanks against Sevastopol 
in addition to the artillery. 

In repulsing the repeated heavy 
German assaults, the agency said 
the Sevastopol garrison in a single 
day destroyed 40 tanks and killed 
the major part of three regiments 
of infantry, while Soviet planes 
burned 10 tanks, knocked out 12 
more and smashed 13 trucks loaded 
with infantry.

Was a possibility that the sunken 
cruiser Arnold referred to was one 
of those yeported damaged by the 
navy. 

Despite the confusion and lack of 
information, these things stand out 
in a recapitulation of official state- 
ments on the Aleutian action: 

There has been no specific 

mention to date of any surface 
vessels in the Aleutian area; all 
action reported thus far hag been 
by aircraft,

H,| GREAT IMPORTANCE 


There is every indication that the 
Aleutian battle has or will develop 
into an engagement comparable—in 
importance if not in size—to those 
that preceded it, first in the Coral 
sea and later off Midway, and offi- 
cials here are hoping that it will 
end as disastrously for the Japanese. 

The battle of Midway was a 
sequel of the Coral Sea battle.

ISEES “NO” MAJORITY 


Conscription Unnecessary 
To Meet Present Needs Of 
Army, Gardiner Tells House 


OTTAWA, June 16.—(CP)—Agriculture Minister Gar- 
diner told the House of Commons yesterday that he believed 
Canada’s “present policy in relation to the army” providing 
for 750,000 men, could be carried out without conscription. 


Mr. Gardiner likened Conserv- .:. 


ative House Leader Hanson's an- 

nounced policy for total national 
selective service to the “Bis- 

marckian policy” which, he said, 
produced “the modern Hun of 
today.” 

He agreed with Hanson that only 
a national government could put 
such a policy into effect—A gov- 
ernment with no political past and 
no desire to have a political future,” 
and added: 


ONE CONDITION 


“There is only one condition | 


under which responsible party gov- 
ernment in Canada would bring in 
conscription. 

“That would be a condition under 
which, if they did not do so, the 
democratic institution of govern- 
ment would be threatened with 
destruction, 

“Under those conditions prob- 
ably: there is net s man in the 
house who would not support ® 
government in that direction.”

however, that the great majority,

MONTREAL, June 16—(AP)— 
Defence Minister Ralston told & 
joint meeting of service clubs here 
today that “if the reserve army is 
not recruited we will have to see 
to it that the men are put into 
training and are provided to sup- 
port this very important job.” 

He told the Montreal reserve army 
week rally that people had told him 
that training for the reserve army 
should be compulsory. 

“Well, I want to say right now that 
there is no political or administra- 
tive reason why that should not be 
done but frankly I don't want to 
do that if we can help it. . . More 
than that, compulsory training is 
just a negation of the whole spirit 
of the reserve army.”

they get? Criticism, of the bitterest 
and most unfair kind. 


HARD TASKMASTER 


“Hitler was not altogether wrdng | 


in his estimate .of the sort of 
democracies we have in the world 
today. He knew how unfair a de- 
mocracy can be. He knew how hard 
a taskmaster politics can be” 

Mr. Dechene said Canada did 
not fear Hitler and could “lick 
him” provided it took care of its 
Own leaders, provided Canadians 
acted fairly, no matter what poli- 
tical opinions they held, towards 
the men “who are sacrificing the 
best years of their lives and some- 
times life itself. 

“It will not be surprising to learn 
of other ministers breaking under 
the tremendous ordeal of adminis- 
tering this terrific business,” he 
added. 

Mr. Dechene, a French-speaking 
western member, announced that 
he would support the government's 
policy, having been elected as a 
Supporter of the King government. 

Mr. Dechene said the past should 
be forgotten and Canadians should 
think of the present and the fu- 
ture, 

“Let's walk up the hill, let's walk 
up our Calvary together knowing 
a new world lies ahead.” 


DROP FRENCH BARRIER 

The French-Canadian boy in- 
clined to get into military affairs 
had not been able to do so since 
1930 because he could not enter 
military collge or qualify for the 
militia. When the war came there 
was a shortage of French-Canadian 
officers and he congratulated De- 
fence Minister Ralston on arrang- 
ing for French-Canadians to re- 
ceive training. 

In his riding, young men of 
French-Canadian race had all en- 
listed when they were of military 
age, but their duty was easier 
than that of the boys of Quebeo 
because they spoke English flu- 
ently.

“Heavy losses have been imposed upon the enemy air 


forces,” the communique said. 


Enemy Claims Without Foundation 


The communique said: 


“The fantastic enemy claims of having sunk cruisers, 
and damaged a battleship and an aircraft carrier are with- 


out any foundation.”

Threatens Official: 
Gets Year In Jail

VEGREVILLE, June 16.—John 
Lyshchyshyn, of Musidora was 
found guilty Monday in Vegreville 
supreme court, of sending a threat- 
ening letter to Joseph Mclsaac.

ITALY ADMITS LOSSES 

The Italians had acknowledged 
the loss of three Italian warships 
sunk or damaged, including a heavy 
cruiser, “und it was said in Axis 
broadcasts that “United States war- 
ships probably participated” in the 
battle. 

Tonights British communique, 
issued after more than 24 hours of 
silence by the admiralty while the 
Axis radios made victory claims, 
did not mention American warships 
being involved in the battle and 
spoke only of United States Army 
Air Corps units. 

Advices from Cairo said that 
probably six Italian warships were 
sunk or damaged in the great 
four-day naval and air battle. 

The Axis broadcasts said that two 
Allied convoys had been broken up 
by the attacks and that both were 
forced to turn back. 

Tonight's communique, nailing 
this report and the Axis claims of 
20 to 30 Allied ships sunk or dam- 
aged, said that the ships had gone

OTTAWA, June 16—(CP)—Victor Quelch (N.D., Aca- 
dia) in the House of Commons last night described the gov- 


ernment’s conscription policy as ‘a

He said if the objective had 
been national unity, the policy 
had failed. It had failed, too, if 
the objective was unity within the 
Liberal party. 

Mr. Quelch was speaking during 
the debate on Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King’s motion for second 
reading of the bill to amend the 
National Resources Mobilization 
Act. 

Mr, Quelch discussed the govern- 
ments method of financing the war 
and declared that the men who 
fight and win the war should not 
be asked to come home and go to 
work to pay for it. 

But under the system of financing 
followed by the government those 
who return after winning the war 
would be faced with the huge task 
of paying for it. 


NEW SOCIAL ORDER 

The Prime Minister had said that 
there would be a new social order 
after the war but all the promises 
had been vague as to details, 

“I well remember such promises 
given to us in France in the last 


war,” said Mr. Quelch. He said 
government spokesmen went to 
France and promised Canadian 


soldiers that they would always be 
cared for and jobs would be pro- 
vided for them, But the promises 
had quickly been forgotten when 
the war Was over. 

“Before calling upon people to 
make further sacrifices in this 
war the government should issue 
a declaration of principles that 
will apply the Atlantic Charter to 
Canada and show how it will 
work.” 

Mr. Quelch wags stopped by Deputy 
Speaker Vien when he proceeded 
to discuss after war conditions. Mr. 
Vien said after-war problems were 
not relevant to the motion, 

Mr, Quelch was spoken to three 
times by Mr. Vien on this point. He 
protested that for three days there 
had been speeches touching upon 
after war problems and he was at- 
tempting to reply to them, 


CALLED TO ORDER 

He was again called to order 
when he mentioned “inflation.” 

At the opening of the night ses- 
sion, Angus MacInnis (C.C.F., Van- 
couver East) moved an amendment 
to Bill No. 80—amending the Mobil- 
ization Act to permit the govern- 
aent to impose conscription for 
overseas when it wished. 

Mr. MacInnis moved that Bill 
No, 80 be not read a second time, 
but that it be resolved that the 
principle of the bill was inade- 
quate and inequitable insofar as 
it permitted conscription of men 
for overseas without reference to 
parliament and was therefore con- 
trary to the peace, order and good 
government of Canada, 

The amendment was accepted by 
Speaker A. Glen. 

A previous C.C.F. amendment, 
moved by M. J. Coldwell, house 
leader of the group, was ruled out 

of order by Speaker Glen last 
Thursday, He ruled it out of order 
on the grounds that a_ similar 
amendment proposed by Mr, Cold- 
well had been considered earlier in 
the session in course of the debate 
on the address in reply to the 
Throne Speech, 

Mr. MacInnis, resuming the 
speech he had begun before the 
house adjourned for dinner, said a 
small group in Canada had been 
calling for conscription of men and 
labor but was not prepared to give 
up even a fraction of its wealth or 
privilege. 

RECALLS CASE 

Mr. MacInnis said he recalled the 
ease of James Duncan, former dep- 
uty air minister, who had been re- 
ported on Nov, 1, 1941, as demand- 


}ment.

| have conscripted would be in the 
| army for the duration and could 
| not go home when business or 
family called, 

English-speaking Canadians felt 
pride in Britain's fortitude in the 
war, but were in the war because of 
tho issues at stake, Mr, MacInnis 
said, 

They were fighting to maintain 
the position which had been won 
by years of sacrifice and struggle. 
to maintain the rights of the com- 
mon people to enrich their lives 
through their own organizations 
and live under the rule of law. 

The C.C.F. had criticized British 
imperialism as vigorously as any 
group. There was the hope of a new 
world to follow the war. The C.C.F.

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The Road To Washington 


Berlin relays an imperial] announce- 
ment made at Tokyo which explains that 
the purpose is to establish a base in the 
Aleutian islands for future operations 
against North America. There is no rea- 
son to suppose Tokyo is not in this case 
telling the truth to its ally. Whatever 
other aims may be in view, the creation of 
bases somewhere from which to attack 
this continent must be part of the Tojo 
war plans. 

If the “northern route” is the one 
chosen, Canada’s position is apparent to 
anyone who cares to look at the map. 
Bases in Alaska would be useless for an 
all-out attack on the United States. For 
that enterprise, land and water jumping- 
off places along the Canadian coast and 
inland would be required. 

That an immediate attempt to invade 
the continent is planned may be doubted. 
But the road to Washington from the 
Aleutians runs this way. That is a plain 
geographic fact, and it carries obvious im- 
plications as to the need of building up 
forces to block that road, whether the at- 
tempt to invade is on Tokyo's time table 
for the immediate future or at a date more 
remote. 


No Reason To Quit 


The failure of the conference on the 
refunding of the provincial debt is of 
course discouraging to hopes that the debt 
of the city may be overhauled and sub- 
stantially lower interest rates arranged. 
But it does not by any means extinguish 
such hopes. It does not even mean that 
a refunding of the province's obligations 
has been finally barred. 

The conditions remain which made the 
bondholders willing to negotiate with the 
province. They know now that they could 
obtain a bargain which would yield them 
1.06 per cent on their investments more 
than they are now getting. As there is 
no prospect that they will get more with- 
out making the bargain, the inducement 
to the bondholders to reconsider the mat- 
ter is likely to become stronger as they 
study their position. 

In any case, Edmonton deserves con- 
siderate treatment, and it would be to the 
advantage of the city’s bondholders to 
reduce the debt charges which have to be 
met, as this would enable the city to carry 
out improvements not otherwise possible. 
Despite the breakdown of the provincial 
conference, the city council should keep 
right on urging a new deal on its own 
account. 


Speed And Crashes 


During the first month in which the 
40-mile-an-hour limit was imposed on 
highways throughout Canada, motor 
accidents in Alberta showed a sharp de- 
crease, There were only 38 accidents on 
the highways of this province during May, 
with one death resulting. In May last 
year the accidents numbered 99, the fa- 
talities 11. In April, the month before 
the 40-mile rule came into effect, acci- 
dents numbered 94, fatalities 3. 

In Edmonton there were 68 accidents 
and no fatalities in May, compared with 
87 accidents and 2 deaths in May of last 
year. 

In seven other provinces the returns 
for May are reported to show a trend simi- 
lar to that in Albertaa. British Columbia 
was the only one of the nine to report a 
drop between accident figures for May of 
this year and last too small to be signifi- 
cant; and the only one in which May acci- 
dents were more numerous than those in 
April. 

It would not do to base too definite 
a conclusion on the returns for a single 
month, But so far as these go they show 
very definitely that accidents and fatal- 
ities were fewer all over Canada after the 
limit had been set. If subsequent months 
confirm the inference from this, there is 
a possibility that 40 miles may become 
the permanent maximum rate on Cana- 
dian highways. 


Planes Versus Ships-And Plants 


It is disclosed that the battle in the 
Coral Sea was a naval engagement in 
which naval vessels were only indirectly 
involved, and these not the kind of ships 
which “shot it out’ with each other in 
former wars. The fighting was evidently 
done mainly by aircraft carriers, oper- 
ating by “remote control’, They re- 
leased planes which attacked the enemy 
ships, while the fleets remained a hun- 
dred miles or so apart. 

Again the question is raised whether 
the great battleship is now an obsolete 
weapon. Laymen are not qualified to 
give the answer, but undoubtedly the de- 
signers of fighting craft have the prob- 
lem to solve, Recalling the fate of the 
Hood, the Bismarck, the Prince of Wales 
and the Repulse, the reality and the im- 
portance of the question are apparent. 

At least the Coral Sea battle confirms 
the showing of these other encounters 
that unwieldly surface ships must have 
ample air protection when they are at- 
tacked by dive-bombers ,and torpedo 
planes. They cannot protect themselves, 
however well equipped with ack-ack guns. 

In effect the airplane is a cannon with

a range of hundreds or even thousands 
of miles. It drops the “shells” a hundred 
times farther from the starting point than 
any gun can throw them. 

However Hitler may applaud when 
Axis bombers sink an Allied ship, he can- 
not get much comfort when he reflects 
that the bomber is just as effective over 
land as over sea. The planes which are 
delivering their bombs on German muni- 
tions plants can “sink” his war machine 
just as certainly as they can send a ship 
to the bottom.

When we talk lightly about huge overseas 
expeditionary forces, this fact must be re- 
membered. Our ability to transport huge forces 
overseas will decline if the ratio between ship 
launchings and snk is not drastically alter- 
ed, At this rate we shall be less able to carry 
huge armies overseas next year than we are 
now. All this is frankly admitted in Washing- 
ton and in the writings of the best-informed 
military writers, The admission of the difficulty

But clearly at the moment, any increased 
movement of troops Overseas, any increased 
movement of weapons and supplies, must be 
at the expense of civilian movements, It is not 
possible to move bananas from South America, 
tea from the Orient or even sugar from the West 
Indies in ships that are needed to carry arms to 
Britain and Russia.

NEW YORK.—In the last few 
days several articles have ap- 
peared concerning United States 
indifference to Canada and cool- 
ness to Great Britain, Canadians 
who know some Americans who 
are ardently pro-British, as do 
we all, will perhaps be disputing 
the earlier contentions of this 
writer that there is a “situation” 
growing up in the States about 
which we should be concerned. 

By way of -partial evidence 
let's list a few items which re- 
cently appeared in one single 
edition of the New York Times. 
The Times, of course, is about 
the most pro-British of all the 
United States papers and con- 
sistently does the best job of 
representing Britain and Canada, 
in the latter case thanks just now 
to the able work of its Ottawa 
correspondent, Mr. Percy Philip. 
Thus if we can gather evidence 
against us in the Times it can be 
assumed that there is much more 
and much fruitier to be found 
elsewhere, 

(1) A report of a speech made 
in New York by Lord Marley 
telling the U.S. that the people 
of Britain are doing ten times as 
much for Russia as the people of 
the United States. The member 


of Britain's House of Lords 
stated: 
“The peaple of the United 


States haven't seen yet what a 
real tax burden ds like. In Eng- 
land, everybody who makes 
more more than $400 a year is 
subject to a direct tax. Still the 
English are sending ten times as 
much money for relief supplies 
to Russia as Americans are. 
There is no reason why you in 
America can’t supply ten times 
as much money for this purpose 
as the British do.”

Reaction 


All of which may be perfectly 
true; but it doesn’t require a 
psycho-analst to judge the aver- 
age American’s reaction to such 
a speech, and from a member of 
the British House of Lords! The 
thing might have been given to 
any one of a thousand top Am- 
ericans to say, and they would 
have done it usefully and gladly. 

(2) A story out of Moscow on 
the next page saying that for the 
first time in history the Russian 
Academy of Sciences elected for- 
eigners to honorary member- 
ships. There were three Ameri- 
cans and two British—somehow 
not indicating any Russian sym- 
pathy with Lord Marley's case, 


(3) A Washington report that 
a United States mission is leaving 
to go to the Union of South 
Africa “to seek means of de- 
veloping vast natural resources 
for the United Nations’ war ef- 
fort.” And this was “the fore- 
runner of several that will be 
sent ultimately to neutral and 
Allied Nations throughout the 
world to explore their potential- 
ities.” United States experts 
would follow the missions to aid 
and advise in consequent opera- 
tions. 

Does anyone have difficulty in 
ar i | what the mass of 
United States opinion will be 
about the need of US, talent to 
develop the British Empire's 
Union of South Africa? And if 
such development progresses far 
will the U.S. interests step out 
after the war? 

(4) A speech reported from 
Australia, made by Premier John 
Curtin following the naval vic- 
tory in the Coral Sea, It referred 
naturally to the U.S, and Aus- 
tralian forces that were respon- 
sible for the victory, but then 
went on jin a war 8 h of gen- 
eral terms that notably did not 
mention Great Britain, Thus: 

“Americans and Australians 
side by side have stood together 
in the cause in which they and 
their countries are pledged. We 
can be proud and grateful for 
what has been done. But words 


of gratitude are not enough. 
Deeds count...” 

Such reports, following the 
Curtin-Casey-Churchill tiff and 
added to Australia’s exceedingly 
well played part in distributing 
news of Australia through the 
United States, are daily increas- 
ing the growing American en- 
thusiasm for Australia, an en- 
thusiasm growing at the expense 
of the Empire as a whole, and 
particularly at the expense of 
Great Britain. 

(5) A report from London of 
Britain’s difficulty in carrying on 
trade with neutral countries be- 
cause of her lease-lend tiesup 
with the United States, Britain, 
said the report, was asking the 
United States for aid in the prob- 
lem, All of which, of course, is 
easily though wrongly interpret- 
ed by the careless and the mali- 
cious as a whine from Britain be- 
cause she can’t have jam on both 


sides. 
Strong Defence 


Now it is possible that with the 
exception of the Lord Marley af- 
fair a strong defence can be 
made for each of these items. But 
granting that it is surely ap- 
parent that Britain and Canada 
are never in a position to make 
that defence. ur case never 
catches up with the first inter- 
pretation, 

It isn’t the R.C.A.F. that bombs 
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Brest or Berlin, it is the RAF, 
or so the U.S. reads. 

It isn't a Canadian corvette 
that does the convoy work, it is 
the British or now the United 
Nations’ Navy. 

Canadians guarding England 
don't make news, however im- 
portant their task, 

Canadian arguments about 
conscription sound strangely 
academic‘to Americans who take 
conscription for granted, All they 
know is that we haven't con- 
scription and they presume from 
there that our men are indiffer- 
ently going to war. 5 

New Zealanders, Australians, 
Filipinos, Maltese, Greeks, Nor- 
wegians, Dutch and Chinese, 
British and Scotch and _ Irish, 
Americans and Burmese — all 
these peoples are known by Am- 
ericans to have been in the 
conflict, Canadians haven’t made 
the same kind of news, and it is 
no use telling them of our war 
production for they have a war 
production beside which our own 
is naturally a drop in a bucket. 

All of these conditions add up 
to something that is now and 
may be very much more uncome- 
fortable for Canada, It’s all right 
to put into Hansard statistical 
data about the cost of living or 
the output of Bren guns, But try 
getting the man in the Brooklyn 
subway to read Hansard, or the 
man in Timbuctoo,

BOSTON, June 16.—(AP)—The first horsemen’s strike 
in the 10-year-old history of New England’s pari-mutuel rac- 
ing—a strike over demands for increases in all purses—Mone 
day resulted in the cancellation of today’s eight-race pro- 


| gram at Suffolk Downs. 

That action resulted when only 
elght of the 1,000-od@ thorough- 
breds quartered at the track, 
representing almost 200 different 
Owners, were designated as start- 
ers in today's overnight events, 

Earlier a group of owners and 
trainers, who had identified them- 
selves as “horsemen of Suffolk 
Downs," presented a petition to 
Charles F, Adams, president of the 
Eastern Racing Association, that 
called for a 20-per-cent increase in 
all purses for the duration of the 
60-day meeting, which reached its 
halfway mark last Saturday. 

Adams said: 

“I told the representatives of the 
horsemen that ‘we are willing to go 
part of the way with you but we 
can't go all the way. We are do- 
ing all we can afford to do for we 
cannot forefell what the future has 
in store for taxation and trans- 
portation and we could not make 
promises that we might not be able 
to keep’.” 

Later three owner-trainers, John- 
ny McDowell, Phil Bieber and Har- 
old Simmons, who acted as spokes- 
man for the horsemen, notified 
Racing Secretary Charles J. Mc- 
Lennan that they had revised their 
demand to a minimum purse of 
$1,200 instead of $1,000 for the rest 
of the meeting. 

In their petition to Adams, the 
horsemen pointed out that the up- 
keep of horses had increased “far 
in excess of 30 per cent” and that 
they were unable to make both ends 
meet even under the most favorable 
conditions, They also pointed out 
that the Suffolk Downs’ handle for 
the first half of its 1942 meeting 
totalled $15,055,755, an increase of 
$1,938,707 over that same period last 
year, 

The horsemen have been assured 
by the jockeys that they will not 
accept any mounts until the owners 
and trainers have settled their dif- 
ferences with the management. The 
track grooms also have agreed to 
refuse to lead any more horses from 
the stables to the paddock until 
then.

EVERY TRACK AFFECTED 
Saratoga isn't alone in this misery. 

Every track in Canada and the 

United States is faced with the same 


feast or famine proposition. Unlike | 


ball parks and boxing arenas, they 
are not.readily accessible, They lie 
anywhere from four to 28 miles 
from the centre of their mother 
cities. The average would be approx- 
miles — something 
more than walking dislance. 

Col, Matt Winn holds that the 
folks will always get to the Ken- 
turky Derby, even if they must 
trawl.

OTTAWA, June 16. — (CP) — 
Labor Minister Mitchell announc- 
ed today that he plans to “pro- 
ceed with the enforcement” of the 
seven-day week plan for con- 
tinuous production of ships in 
Pacific coast yards, despite fail- 
ure of two of 11 unions to accept 
the plan, 

In a statement he said he “ex- 
pected” that next Sunday “all Brit- 
ish Columbia shipyard employees 
who are scheduled to work on that 
day will be at their stations.” 

There had been some talk that 
shortage of materials, lack of an 
adequate supply of skilled workers 
and supervistors made the seven- 
day week plan impracticable, Mr. 
Mitchell said. He had conferred 
with several of his cabinet col- 
leagues, and with Elliott M. Little, 
director of National Selective Serv- 
ice, He wished to give assurance 
‘that such difficulties would not be 
allowed to stand in the way. 

(When the seven-day week pro- 
posal was first advanced, nine of 
the 11 unions accepted it. Last week 

the boilermakers’ union, with 7,400 
members, also voted against the 
plan. Since then five unions have 
given approval of a joint trade union 
conference plan calling for a Sun- 
day lay-off. 

(Mr. Mitchell's statement did not 
mention these later developments 
specifically but it did refer to ‘some 
talk” that the seven-day plan was 
impracticable.) 

“With the Japanese attacks on 
Alaska as further evidence that the 
war is approaching nearer to our 
west coast, the needs of the ship- 
yards are paramount,” Mr. Mitchell 
said, 

“Men and materials will be 
secured even at the expense of pro- 
duction in other industries.”

an arsenal greater than any 
known before; a navy larger than 
all the rest of the world’s navies 
combined; the largest mechanized 
army in existence; an air force 
larger than the air forces of all 
other nations together; the largest 
merchant marine afloat; a syn- 
thetic rubber industry as large as 
the natural industry. 

All this it is attempting to do in 
two or three years. By comparison 
the Russian Five Year Plan, the 
| Nazi industrial revolution, every era 
of expansion in the past history of 
America are dwarfed by the present 
project. For the first time the pro- 
cess of mass production, invented 
in America, is to be used to the 
absolute ultimate without regard to 
cost, human convenience, or social 
consequences 


DRAIN ON MANPOWER 


The most obvious effect of all this 
will be in the movement of the ordi. 
nary American into the armed 
forces. The present goal of the 
army, navy and air force is 9,000,000 
men. There are 27,000,000 men in the 
country from 18 to 44 years of age, 
inclusive. Thus one of every three 
men in this large age group will be 
needed if the war lasts long and the 
ultimate goal of the fighting ser- 
vices is achieved. 


The drain on manpower will be 
applied in stages as the services 
need recruits. There are some 
3,000,000 men under arms now. 
This year about 2,000,000 more 
will be recruited in the army and 
air force, 250,000 for the navy. In 
1943 at least 2,000,000 more will 
go into the army and at least 250,- 
000 into the navy, In 1944, 1,500,- 
000 will be required by the army 
in addition to replacements of 
battle casualties which, by then, 
may be large. 

From these figures it is clear that 
the ordinary American, married and 
unmarried, between 18 and 44, has 
a good chance of seeing service in 
the war. Since older men in this 
group will be used as sparingly as 
possible a high proportion of able- 
bodied young men definitely are 
going into uniform. 


While undertaking this war pro- 
gram, the United States will still try 
to maintain the highest living san- 
dard in the world, but this standard 
is dropping sharply. That is where 
most Americans will feel the war.

Big Allied Planes Have Carried 
Out Secret Raids For Some Time 


By DANA ADAMS SCHMIDT 

ANKARA, Turkey, June 16.— 

(BUP)—Vichy French sources re- 
ported today that big Allied 
Planes had been bombing Axis 
targets in southeastern Europe for 
several weeks before four United 
States army bombing planes land- 
ed in Turkey Friday, 

Informants asserted that the raids 
had been made intermittently but 
that the Allies had remained silent 
regarding them, and the Axis com- 
mands in turn had decided to say 
nothing. 

Allied military sources said there 
was but one clear point regarding 
the United States’ plane raid—that 
there were plenty more big new 


United States bombers where the 
four which landed in Turkey had 
been based, 

They said the bases would be 
kept secret in order to keep the 
Axis guessing. 

Opinion here was still that the 
American planes had bombed the 
Rumanian oil fields. 


MAPS REVEAL COURSE 


Persons on the spot when three 
American planes landed at the civil 
airport here said that the hands of 
One airman were nearly frozen. 

Maps in the planes revealed their 
course, it was asserted, but Turkish 
authorities now in charge of them 
refused to disclose it. 

Witnesses said the commander of 


each plane distributed a consider 
able sum of money, taken from @ 
steel box, to his men when they 
landed. 

Under the name “Blue Goose" of 
one plane, it was said, the words 
“May God bless you” had been 
Scratched in the varnish. 

It was said that the planes and 
the crew uniforms were new and 
indicated that the raid was the 
first by a new unit. 

The possibility was widely dis- 
cussed that the United States might 
turn the bombers over to Turkey 
recalling that in the last war Gere 
many sold its battleship Goeben to 
Turkey after it had taken refuge in 
Turkish waters,

SEVERAL CONVERTED 

Depending on the size of carriers 
chosen by the navy, the program 
should provide between 20 and 30 
of the vessels, The United States | 
entered the war with seven car- | 
riers and 11 under construction 
Since then, an undisclosed number 
of uncompleted ships has been con- 
verted into carriers, 

Since the start of the war in the 
Pacific, air power has played the 
dominant role at sea. The Pearl 
Harbor debacle was executed by 
carrier-based planes. Aircraft sank 
the British battleships Prince of 
Wales and Repulse off Malaya 

In the battle of the Coral Sea, 
the Midway battle and now the 
battle of the Aleutian Islands, air- 
craft caused nearly all the damage. 
It is reported that in the battle of 
the Coral Sea, surface vessels did 
not make contact. It will not be 
surprising to find, when the facts 
of the engagement just reported 
by the Italians in the Mediter- 
ranean are known, that aircraft 
had the principal role. 

A striking feature of the May and 
June battles in the Pacific has been 
the perfect co-ordination of the 
army, navy and marine air forces 
with the fleet.

LONG RANGE BOMBERS 

The combination was so effective 
that future battles in deep water 
beyond the range of land-based 
planes probably will be avoided. 
Even so, long range bombers may 
be developed that will make no 
waters inaccessible Something of 
the sort is envisaged by Major 
Alexander De Seversky in his book, | 
“Victory Through Air Power.” 

The air arm thus becomes no 
longer a mere auxiliary of:a fleet, 
as it has hitherto been regarded by 
navy men, The entire concept of 
warfare at sea has been changed. 
The battleship, once regarded as 
Supreme, will assume a subsidiary 
role. It may, in time, be abandoned. 

Land troops still have to be | 
transported and the transports 
need naval protection.

Have Long History 


When the young private takes his 
first step up the military ladder he 
proudly displays a cheyron or 
stripe. Since 1803 this device has 
been used to mark the non-commis- 
sioned officer, but its origin be- 
longs to heraldry and a much more 
distant past. 

In its ancient heraldic form, with 
point upward, the chevron repre- 
sented the joined rafters of a roof, 
It was used as a badge of honor to 
signify the main supporters of the 
head of the clan, who was the “top 
of the house.” It came to be em- 
ployed in various forms as an em- 
blem of rank for the knights and 
men-at-arms in feudal days and in 
the reign of George IV was included 
in army insignia 

The chevron has been used in 
many different ways in various 
armies and navies, but to denote 
non-commissioned rank in British 
armies it now is always worn with 
point down.

TTAWA, June 16.—(CP)—Dr, George Davidson brings a fresh ap- 
proach to the problem of air raid precautions.

OTTAWA, June 16. — (CP) —

The army has requisitioned 15,- 
000 men for July, of whom 12,250 
are to be new men and 2,750 from 
the gfoup who received 30 days’ 
compulsory training earlier in 
the war and later returned to 
civilian life with the status of 
reserve army soldiers, 


The men will report in small 
Broups at district depots on differ- 
ent days over a three-week period. 
They will be checking in every day 
in the week except Saturdays and 
Sundays from July 16 to Aug. 7. 

At the depots they will be given 
their medical examination, and be 
documented and outfitted * with 
clothing and other essentials, Then 
they will be proceeded to training 
centres as ordered, all ready to 


start on the training syllabus,

Japs Closing In 
On Vital Railroad

CHUNGKING, June 16.— (BUP) 

More than 150,000 Japanese 
troops tightened a huge pincers 
upon the vital Chekiang-Kiangsi 
railroad of eastern China today in 
a drive believed to be aimed at 
countering any Allied naval offen- 
Sive against the Japanese sea route 
between Shanghal and Singapore. | 

A Chinese communique tonight | 
said Chinese forces were clinging | 
dsperately to an 80-mile middle 
section of the railroad between 
Yingtun and Shangjaob, but it was 
intimated that Shangjao may have 
fallen to a Japanese column of 100,- 
000 men driving into Kiangsi prov- 
ince from Chekiang province. 

It was acknowledged that the 
enemy had battered its way into 
Shangjao’s outskirts and that the 
situation there was “obscure,” 
meaning perhaps that the Chinese 
have scant hopes of being able to 
hold any of the 400-mile railway. 

Chungking military observers | 
said the immediate Japanese goals 
in east China—as a result of the 
resounding United States naval 
victories in the Pacific—appeared 
to be a complete conquest of the 
railroad and the equally important 
Klangsi-Kwantung highway to pro- 
vide an unbroken route of over- 
land transportation from Shanghai 
to Canton,
